Knowing God in Personal Experience 


N THE cultured city of Athens, nine- 

| teen hundred years ago, there were 
those who had many gods and many 

altars. Among them, they had one with 
this inscription, “To AN UNKNowN Gop.” 

Nature apart from a definite revelation 
would leave man perplexed. We might 
stand in wonder aS we gaze on a snow- 
capped mountain range, we might be 
entranced with the beauty of a land- 
scape, awe-struck in a thunderstorm, 
smitten with fear as we are tossed on a 
turbuient sea, or we might be restful 
by a babbling brook, and yet we would 
know no more of God through nature 
than we might know of a watchmaker 
by studying his watch, or of an artist by 
studying his masterpiece. Of course, we 
would credit the maker of the watch 
with the necessary wisdom and ability 
to do such a splendid piece of work, 
but we would not know his character; 
we would not know whether he were 
loving, kind, or cruel; whether he would 
make a faithful friend, or an vundesir- 
able acquaintance. 

In like manner, had God not other- 
wise revealed himself, nature would 
never, could never, have revealed God 
to us as @ heavenly Father, or as just, 
holy, and pure. Neither could we pos- 
sibly have known what God’s attitude 
would be toward us when we failed and 
fell into sin. We could never have 


known God as a God of compassion and 
tenderness, or, as the Scripture says, the 
“Father of mercies and the God of all 
comfort.” 

Man needed some one to answer the 
cry of his heart. The forest, the moun- 
tain, and the sea could not answer the 
deep longings of man’s soul; neither 
could these breathe the tender words of 
welcome, and pardon, and peace that 
have set millions of hearts at rest. Ali 
human philosophies fail to answer the 
questions that rise in man’s mind; they 
fail to satisfy. There is a consciousness 
of sin that cannot be met apart from 
God’s revelation in Christ. 

Any relationship between the Creator 
and the creature implies a revelation. 
Such a relationship between God and 
man is inconceivable apart from a reve- 
lation. Just what is meant ky a revela- 
tion? A revelation is a discovery made 
to man by God of himself and his will 
beyond that which is revealed to reason 
through nature. Granting the fact of 
a Creator, the possibility of a revelation 
is at least reasonable. If the existence 
of a watch demands a watchmaker, it is 
certain that the fact of the universe de- 
mands a Creator. To take another step, 
we can say, It is not reasonable to con- 
ceive that such a God would create a 
family such as the human family, and 
then leave them in utter darkness and 
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ignorance Concerning their origin, their 
Creator, or their destiny. 

A divine revelation was not only pos- 
sible but highly probable. Creation 
itself, with the manifold wonders of the 
human body or the dazzling splendor of 
the skies, speaks of beneficence, design, 
and forethought. But a benevolent Be- 
ing would not leave men in ignorance. 
Man confessing his need of supernatu- 
ral aid, the great God would respond to 
‘that sense of need. The improbable 
‘thing would be for God to leave his 
creatures in the dark concerning him- 
self and his will. If the child is taught 
by his father, if the ignorant are taught 
by the educated, the young by the older, 
then man must be taught by God. 

How can mankind know the “unknown 
God” apart from revelation? Hence the 
necessity for a divine revelation. Men 
are unable to know God apart from such 
a revelation, All candid thinkers must 
agree that, apart from a divine revela- 
‘tion, it would be impossible to have the 
knowledge the Bible reveals. Without 
the Bible, what would men know of 
creation? What would we know of the 
entrance of sin into the world? or, more 
important still, what would we know of 
God’s provision in Christ for man to 
have and rejoice in the forgiveness of 
all sin, and to have grace and strength 
for victory in every temptation? Apart 
from a divine revelation it would be im- 
possible for the world to know how a 
guilty sinner can be reconciled to the 
holy God. Such knowledge of eternal 
consequence must have been forever 
hidden had not God revealed it. Human 
reason could never have searched out 
truths of such tremendous issue. 

., However, God has not left man to 
grope in the gloom. For a person not to 
know the facts concerning the French 
Revolution does not prove that there is 
no reliable record of that historic fact. 


For one not to know the way to Banff - 


or to Yellowstone Park does not prove 
that there are not guidebooks and road 
maps adequate for every one’s need. 
And, in like manner, for one not to 
know anything about God does not mean 
that God has left us without the neces- 
Sary revelation regarding himself and his 
will. The fact is we do not know all we 
might know. However, let us remember, 
a guidebook not consulted will not 
guide, and a Bible not read will not 
enlighten. 

The heathen conceptions of God show 
the necessity for a divine revelation. 
Where the Bible revelation is not known, 
the conception of God is crude, in that 
the basest passions and vices that mar 
hyman nature are attributed to heathen 
gods. Take note of some of the heathen 
deities: Mercury was supposed to be a 
thief, and because he was an expert at 
thieving, he was enrolled. among the 
gods. Mars was a savage that gloried in 
battle and blood, and so was deified. 
Bacchus was a sensualist. Venus was 
dissipated, appealed to the vile, and was 
worshiped as representing the base de- 
sires. Since this is the conception of 
God where there is no Bible revelation, 
who can estimate how much we owe to 
the Bible? 

A nation rises no higher than its con- 
ception of God, or of its religious ideals. 
The ancient Greeks had 30,000 gods, 
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while in modern India they have 330 
million gods. The Chinese have gods 
in almost every house and grove —in 
fact, they just make them to order, but 
they are “profitable for nothing” — “they 
have mouths, but they speak not: eyes 
have they, but they see not: they have 
ears, but they hear not” (Isa. 44:10; Psa. 
115). The heathen world worships its 
snakes, lizards, or crocodiles. The hor- 
rors of heathendom, with its age-long 
cruelty toward women and girls, its child 
marriages, and the murder of child 
widows, prove the necessity for a divine 
revelation. Where men and women heed 
the divine revelation, such horrors can- 
not exist. And yet all the world might 
have been like barbaric and cannibalistic 
heathendom but for the mighty saving 
power and elevating influence of Jesus 
Christ our Lord and vital Christianity. 
What method did God choose to con- 
vey his revelation to the world? - God’s 
Word says, “I know the thoughts that I 
think toward you, saith the Lord, 
thoughts of peace” (Jer. 29:11). It is 
possible for us to think the’ brightest, 
happiest, and most helpful thoughts re- 
garding some one, but if we never give 
utterance or expression to _ those 
thoughts, such a person will not be cor- 
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respondingly benefited. For God to 
think thoughts of peace toward man- 
kind would not be enough. -He must 
express those thoughts in terms that we 
can understand. And this he did. He 
gave us a revelation of his thoughts in 
such a way that they can be treasured 
in the languages of all the people of the 
world. The manner in which this reve- 
lation was given is made clear to us in 
these words: “All scripture is God- 
inspired for teaching, for conviction, for 
correction, for instruction [or discipline] 
in righteousness: that the man of God 


‘may be complete, fully fitted to every 


good work.” — “For the prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man: but 
men spake from God as being borne 
along by the Holy Spirit” (literal trans- 
lation of 2 Tim. 3:16, 17; and 2 Pet. 1:21). 

We are satisfied that the Bible is the 
written revelation from God, but let us 
be diligent to know the God of this rev- 
elation. The great purpose of the Bible 
is to reveal God. Of Paul’s visit to 
Athens we read: “Then Paul stood in 
the midst of Mars’ Hill, and said, Ye men 
of Athens, I perceive that in ail things 
ye. are too superstitious [or very relig- 
ious]. For as I passed by, and beheld

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Did Those Who Were 
Raised Die Again? 


Did those who were raised from the 
dead miraculously, by the hand of the 
prophets and by Christ and the apostles, 
die again, or were they taken up to 
Heaven because they had died once, “as 
it is appointed unto men once to die”? 
(Heb. 9:27.) Or could they have died 
twice?—A California reader. 


The Bible gives us no historical record 
answering these questions. We are not 
told whether the son of the Shunammite 
woman, whom Elisha raised from the 
dead (2 Kings 4:18-37), or the son of the 
widow of Nain, whom Christ raised from 
the dead (Luke 7:11-15), or Lazarus, 
raised by Christ (John 11), or the young 
man Eutychus, restored by Paul (Acts 
20:9, 10), or any others who were mirac- 
ulously brought back to life, died again 
or ascended to Heaven without dying. 
But in view 2f the silence of the Bible 
on this question, and in view of the fact 
that other ascensions to Heaven, apart 
from death, in the case of Enoch (Gen. 
5:24) and Elijah (2 Kings 2:11), are 
recorded, it is generally believed that 
those who were raised from the dead in 
such cases as are here mentioned were 
simply restored to their natural, mortal 
bodies and died again. The statement 
in Hebrews 9:27, that “it is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after this the 
judgment,” would seem to be a general 
statement concerning mankind and 
death, and not necessarily bearing on the 
fact that the few mentioned may have 
died a second time after being brought 
back to life. We know, for example, 
that a whole generation of Christian be- 


lievers will not die at all,— those who 
are living when Christ comes again, — 
but will be “changed” and, without ‘ex- 
periencing death, will be “caught up... 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord im the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord” (1 Thess. 4:17; 1 Cor. 15:51, 52); 
therefore to such believers it is not 
“appointed . . . to die,” but to the most 
of mankind it is. ‘ 

On the other hand, there was a resur- 
rection of human believers from the 
dead, concerning which it. is believed 
that those thus raised were given their 
resurrection bodies and did not die 
again. This wonderful event is de- 
scribed in Matthew 27:51-53, which tells 
us that in the moment of our Lord’s 
voluntary and substitutionary death on 
the cross, when “the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom,” there was an earthquake, rocks 
were rent, “and the graves were opened; 
and many bodies of the saints which 
slept arose, and came out of the graves 
after his resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many.” 
Reliable commentators hold the view 
expressed by Dr. Scofield: “That these 
bodies returned to their graves is not 
said and may not be inferred. The 
wave-sheaf (Lev. 23:10-12) typifies the 
resurrection of Christ, but a sheaf im- 
plies plurality. It was a single ‘corn of 
wheat’ that fell into the ground in the 
crucifixion and entombment of Christ 
(John 12:24); it was a sheaf which came 
forth in resurrection. The inference is 
that these saints, with the spirits of ‘just 
men ‘made perfect’ (Heb. 12:23) from 
Paradise, went with Jesus (Eph. 4:8-10) 
into Heaven.”

his brother was converted solely by 

reading the New Testament, without 
the aid of any human teacher, Mr. Gar- 
tenhaus says: 


“Thus, as he read, without anyone 
saying a word to him, he became con- 
vinced beyond any shadow of doubt that 
the Christ of the New Testament, and 
the promised Messiah of the Old Testa- 
ment, were one and the same Person; 
and that he was the one of whom Moses 
in the law and the prophets did write. 
And he at once accepted him as his own 
Messiah and Saviour ! 

“This whole story, as he related it, was 
like a dream to me. Is it possible, 
thought I, that my own brother has gone 
so far as to believe on that ‘hanged one’? 
But I could not deny that a strange and 
wonderful thing had happened in his 
life. His face was suffused by a glow 
which I had never seen before. The 
whole room was filled with a spiritual 
presence as he recounted these unbeliev- 
able words. But I was nevertheless de- 
termined to have nothing to do with 
Jesus, and told my brother that I would 
rather die than believe on Him. 

“About this time we went out for 
lunch, after which we returned to the 
room, and my brother resumed his story:

“Since he had been convinced that the 
Messiah of the Old Testament was the 
Jesus Christ of the New Testament, he 
felt a release in his soul. He knew for 
a fact that what had happened to Saul 
of Tarsus had happened to him. There 
was @ peace, a calmness, a holy wonder 
that filled him. The rabbis, he said, had 
kept him in ignorance about the most 
wonderful Book, and the greatest Person 
of all our people. He still thrilled over 
the new experience. The answer to all 
the questions of the centuries had come 
to him and every doubt which he had 
ever felt was gone. All of which left me 
dumb for a while. ...I did not know 
what to say. 

“The time for my departure drew nigh, 
and broken-hearted, I bade my brother 
good-by. I boarded the train for Ham- 
burg, Germany, and from thence took 
the steamer for the ‘Land of the Free.’ 

“The shores I had left behind were 
rapidly passing out of view; they were 
almost forgotten. As I looked out upon 
the ocean, I felt that I was bound for an 
entirely different planet. My dream of 
years would soon be realized! I would 
see money strewn along the streets, mine 
for the picking up! 

“Upon my arrival in America I received 
a welcome from my uncle and his family 
fit for a prince. Two things one must 
do, advised my uncle, in order to be a 
success: learn the language, and work 
hard. And resolving not to allow a min- 
ute to be wasted, I immediately set out

to follow that good advice with all my 
heart and soul. 

“But, though everything appeared to 
be running smoothly, nevertheless, I 
failed to get peace of mind. I was rest- 
less, unhappy, and — worse —I did not 
know the cause of this unrest. Any 
thought that my brother was possibly 
right in his thinking was immediately 
dismissed from my mind. 

“Meanwhile I received my first let- 
ter from across the sea. It was from my 
brother. From beginning to end. it was 
a most passionate appeal to me to search 
the Scriptures, to think over our con- 
versation, to see ‘if these things be so or 
not.” Riches and glory, he wrote, would 
not bring peace to me. 

“IT was so angry when I finished read- 
ing the letter that I tore it to pieces 
and made up my mind not to answer it. 
But in my calmer moments I decided to 
write. After all, I reasoned, he is my 
brother. In my letter to him, I did not 
even refer to his appeal. 


Restless Days and Sleepless Nights 


“Time went by, and another letter 
came from him. This time he was not 
only urging me to search the Scriptures, 
but he quoted them for me. First proph- 
ecy, and then its corresponding fulfill- 
ment. This, too, I tore to pieces. I 
tried to put my brother and his letters 
from my mind, but somehow little 
thoughts would spring up within me that 
caused me many restless days and sleep- 
less nights. I had the utmost faith in my 
brother’s sincerity and could not impugn 
his motives. Surely no shrewd man 
could have misled him who was so thor- 
oughly grounded in the history and be- 
liefs of his people. Could he have lost 
his mind? But that, too, could not be 
possible, since he gave every ‘evidence 
to the contrary. What strange power 
had taken possession of him? It was a 
baffling mystery to me. 

“The first sentence of my brother’s next 
letter left me speechless. I had to read 
it a number of times before I could 
grasp it. He disclosed to me his inten- 
tion of coming to this country. How 
foolish of him, I thought, to abandon his 
whole career! But, as I was to learn 
later, he had a definite mission to fulfill 
here. 

“Within a few weeks he arrived in this 


country. It was then I learned that 
his sole object in coming was to try to 
win me to Israel’s Messiah. I wasted no 
time in informing him that under no 
condition would I consider giving up 
Judaism, and there and then I made him 
promise never to discuss the subject 
again. And he kept his promise! 

“However, he did something better 
than preaching the Gospel. His life 
spoke for him. He seemed to possess a 
calm and peace that the world could 
neither give nor take away, and I had 
to admit that I envied him. It was his 
transformed life which gradually broke 
down all prejudice in me and led me to 
accept Jesus Christ as my personal Sav- 
iour.

OME of the pas- 
S tors and teachers 
: who have visited 
the evening classes 
at the Northwestern 
Bible and Missionary Training School 
in Minneapolis, Minn., have desired to 
offer, in their own Sunday schools, sim- 
ilar classes in the six units of the pre- 
liminary course of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association. These six 
units are: 


Unit I—Old Testament Law and His- 

‘ tory 

Unit II—Old Testament Poetry and 
Prophecy 

Unit III.—New Testament 

Unit IV.—Child Study 

Unit V.—Pedagogy 

Unit VI.—Sunday School Work 


It is not always possible for every 
officer and teacher in any one Sunday 
school to go downtown to the evening 
classes at a Bible school. It is an easier 
matter to attend a class held in one’s 
own church near home. However, due 
to the scholastic standards maintained 
in the Bible school itself, a local class 
often fails to accomplish the same re- 
sults in teacher training. 

Responding to this need, the North- 
western Bible School is now providing 
for extension classes under the auspices 
of the school, taught by an accredited 
teacher sent out by the school, and giv- 
ing a credit which will be honored at 
the Bible School toward the preliminary 
certificate or standard diploma. 

The first essential for the success of 
such an extension class is that the pas- 
tor and superintendent be enthusiastic 
about it and promote it with all their 
will.

demonstrated 
what may be done by 
interesting the Sun- 
day school teachers and workers and 
the young people in increasing their 
efficiency in their work for the Lord. 
Almost every teacher and officer, as 
well as many young people, in a Sun- 
day school of approximately 600, has 
been enrolled in the first unit to be 
taught at the Bethesda Free Church, 
where the Rev. H. B. Prince is pastor. 
The first unit is now completed, with 
as large a proportion of the enrollment 
taking the final examination as is usually 
found in the night school classes. The 
interest has held up well, and the mem- 
bers of the ciass feel that they have 
really accomplished something worth 
while. It cannot be emphasized too 
strongly that much of the success of an 
extension class is due to the support 
given it by the leaders in the Sunday 
school. 

It is expected that classes in the other 
units of the preliminary course will fol- 
low, and that, later, many of the people 
who have earned the preliminary certifi- 
cates will go down to the Bible School 
to complete their work toward the stand- 
dard diploma, which may be earned only 
at the Bible School. This seems to be 
a distinct step toward making every 
teacher in the Sunday school a trained 
teacher, and it is not until the leaders 
in the Sunday schools themselves awake 
to the possibilities of teacher training 
that we can hope to have “A Certificate 
for every Teacker.” 

However, the influence of even a few 
trained teachers in a Sunday school will 
work toward interesting more of them 
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in such preparation. There is, from 
year to year, an increasing ‘interest in 
teacher training, and it must be realized 
that a teacher training class in a Sunday 
School is not a temporary thing. It is 
not a class to be held one year and dis- 
continued the next, but it is an endeavor 
to be pursued consistently year after 
year, in spite of occasional discourage- 
ments. There is always encouragement 
to be found in the results to be seen in 
the lives and work of those who have 
attended the teacher training classes. 
They will have taken to heart the mes- 
sage of the desperate need of the 36,000,- 
000 boys and girls growing up with no 
religious education in the United States 
and Canada. 

The results of teacher training classes 
held in numerous places during the last 
five years, giving the six units of the 
preliminary course, have, in my own ex- 
perience, been amazing, and continue to 
increase. One young man wrote just 
recently, concerning classes he attended 
some years ago: 


‘I value increasingly the work that I 
did in the Training Course. It served 
to give me a substantial understanding 
of the Bible.” 

It is true that the study of the Bible, 
book-by-book, provided in Bible Units 
I, II, and III, is a great safeguard against 
false teaching, because once one grasps 
the whole message of the Bible, it is 
difficult for him to be led astray. In 
addition, the three units in Sunday 
school methods present so clearly the 
responsibility of the Christian to engage 
in evangelizing and teaching the Word 
of God, and the necessity for an early 
start in the life of every child if he is 
to be led into the path of righteousness, 
that young people are inspired to d 
their part in the great task. ais 

Parents have been led to dedicate their 
children to the Lord and establish Chris- 
tian homes for them, as well as to start 
Bible classes in their homes for child 
evangelism among the unreached, ulti- 
mately bringing many of these children 
into the Sunday school fold for further 
training. Others have been led into 
Daily Vacation Bible Schook work, 
Christian Endeavor work, and work in 
missions. I wish I could tell of the 
trained nurses and social workers who 
have increased their efficiency for the 
Lord in these training‘ classes. There 
seems to be in the hearts of these young 
people a great desire to serve the Lord 
in soul-winning. Surely every pastor 
and Sunday _ school _ superintendent 
should provide the means that will give, 
at the time when youthful aspirations 
are strong and free, sufficient training to 
impart the necessary knowledge and 
confidence to each one to engage in 
the great work of evangelism and teach- 
ing the Bible to the children of this 
land. 

Classes in teacher training, held in the 
home churches, will do much to help the 
cause of Christ. Not only that, but these 
classes provide the most satisfactory way 
in which to make every teacher in the 
Sunday school a trained teacher, ready 
and willing in every phase of Sunday 
school activities.

N NORTH central Nebraska, to the 

south and west of Chambers, lies a 
large unchurched and unevangelized ter- 
ritory. At the present time, with the ex- 
ception of a new work, there is no 
church in the fifty-six miles between 
Burwell and Atkinson, while the near- 
est churches to the east and west are 
thirty-two miles apart. At one time the 
Methodists had preaching points . in 
schoolhouses, but all of these have been 
closed. We are told that there are young 
people in the teen age who have never 
heard the message of salvation, and 
adults who have not been to a church 
service for fifteen years or more. 

Six years ago Myron A. Benton, for- 
merly of Cairo, but now of Burwell, 
moved into the center of this unchurched 
territory. Even though he had been con+ 
verted but a short time, he began to 
pray for his neighbors and for a mis- 
sion. Mr. Benton and the writer, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church of Chambers, 
have had the privilege of winning a 
number of the neighbors to Christ. 
There are many more whom we hope to 
see saved during evangelistic meetings. 
Mr. Benton lost practically all of his 
earthly possessions before moving into 
the “Sand Hills,” but like Job of old he 
has been blessed agzin and has been 
able to help finance a small mission 
which was built last winter. 

When this mission was organized, the 
Sunday school was also organized. Many 
churches get discouraged when they 
have fifty to a hundred members, but 
here is a group of eight believers who 
have faith in God and in his power toe 
transform lives and who believe that 
God can and will build up the work. 
The eight members of this mission be- 
came the foundation upon which this 
new Sunday school was built. Seven 
of them became teachers and the eighth 
was chosen as the superintendent. In 
this “Sand Hill” country it is customary 
for the Sunday schools to close at Christ- 
mas time and then reopen in the spring, 
but the new Cedar Creek Baptist Sun- 
day School, instead of closing, opened 
on the first Sunday in January. Several 
of these workers plan to organize after- 
noon Sunday schools in near-by commu- 
nities. Besides preaching and teaching 
the Word, tracts by the hundreds are 
given away, Moody Colportage books are 
distributed, and good Christian maga- 
zines, such as THE Sunpay ScuHoot Times 
and Moody Monthly are circulated. The 
superintendent of the Sunday school is 
a subscriber to the Times. This daunt- 
less group of believers is anxious to 
have others pray with them for this 
great work in this needy field.

Approach to the Lesson 


HE Gethsemane experience of our 

l adorable Lord, incomprehensible as 

it is to our finite minds, empha- 
sizes, as perhaps nothing else could, the 
reality of his humanity and his utter 
abhorrence of sin. Although he had be- 
come incarnate for the very purpose of 
becoming the propitiation for our sins, 
yet as the solemn hour drew nigh when 
the weight of a world’s iniquity must 
be heaped upon him, his holy soul 
shrank from the fearful ordeal. Hence 
the impassioned prayer, “O my Father, 
if it be possible, let this cup pass from 
me.” But his human will was abso- 
lutely subordinated to the divine will, as 
evidenced by the further words, “If this 
‘cup may not pass... except I drink it, 
thy will be done.” 

In that garden was settled forever the 
question as to whether there was any 
other possible way of salvation for lost 
men, except through the pouring out of 
his soul unto death and the draining 
of the bitter cup of divine wrath against 
sin.

Death and the curse were in that cup, 
O Christ, *twas full for Thee, 

But Thou hast drained the last dark drop, 
Left but the love for me. 


The Historical Setting 


Following. the eating of the Pass- 
over and the instituting of the Lord’s 


Supper, the Lord Jesus Christ and his 
disciples left the city, crossed the brook 
Kidron, and entered the Garden of 
Gethsemane on the side of Olivet, where 
this affecting scene took place. 


Verse by Verse 


Mark 14: 32.—“Gethsemane.” The very 
name is significant, “the oil press.’ There 
the holy Saviour was cast, as it were, 
into the press, that blessing might flow 
forth in abundant grace to sinners. He 
went to the garden to pray because he 
felt the need of communion with his 
Father in view of the great sacrifice he 
was so soon to offer. 


Verse 33.—“Greatly amazed, and sore 
troubled” (R. V.). The three chosen dis- 
ciples could not fail to observe the evi- 
dence of a perturbation of spirit, a dis- 
tress of soul, that was new to them. In 
all their association with their Master 
they had never seen him so broken and 
troubled as when he entered that garden 
of sorrow. 


Verse 34.—“‘Exceeding sorrowful.” In 
spirit the Lord Jesus was entering into 
the experiences predicted in Psalm 42:6, 
7, and elsewhere. He soon must know 
all the dreadfulness of the hiding of 
God’s face, tne curse of the broken law 
falling upon him, the terrors of God’s 
wrath against sin enwrapping his soul. 
All this caused exceeding sorrow and 
made him long for the comfort and help 
of praying companions (Psa. 69:20). 


Verse 35.—“The hour.” Leaving them 
—they who so little understood what 


he was about to enter upon—he went 
deeper into the woods. There he cried 
in anguish that if possible the , hour 
might pass. It was the hour of judgment 
when he, the Holy One, was to be made 
sin, that he shrank from. He could not 
have been the absolutely holy man if it 
had been otherwise. 


Verse 36.—“Remove this cup” (R. V.). 
The “cup” and the “hour” are the same. 
“In the hand of the Lord there is a cup, 
... the dregs thereof, all the wicked of 
the earth shall ... drink” (Psa. 75:8). 
That cup was to be his as the sinner’s 
substitute. If possible for men to be 
saved otherwise, he prayed that it might 
pass. If not, his will was subject to that 
of the Father. 


Verse 37.—“Simon, sleepest thou?” Re- 
turning to the disciples, whom he had 
commanded to watch and pray, he found 
them asleep. Their very grief had over- 
powered them (Luke 22:45). Even boast- 
ful Simon Peter was asleep. 


Verse 38.—The spirit and the flesh. 
Again he exhorted to prayer and watch- 
fulness, yet recognizing their earnest- 
ness of spirit but the weakness of the 
flesh. 


Verse 39.—“‘Saying the same words” 
(R. V.).. The struggle was still going 
on in his own soul. With him it was 
not a conflict between flesh and spirit, 
but rather the awful fight between sin 
and holiness. No ordeal could be more 
dreadful than for the Holy One to be 
made sin — presented as a: sin-offering 
on behalf of wicked men. The human

nature of Christ could not contemplate 
this terrible experience with equanimity. 


Verse 40.—Again sleeping. A second 
time he returned to seek human fel- 
lowship, only to find his chosen three 
sleeping again. How little they realized 
what he was passing through! 


Verse 41.—“It is enough.” Returning 
from his third vigil, now refreshed in 
spirit and calm in soul, his will in per- 
fect harmony with the Father, he found 
them still drowsing. It was now too late 
for them to respond to his yearning de- 
sire, so he says simply, “Sleeping still 
and taking rest!” (as it might literally 
be rendered) and then adds, “It is 
enough, the hour is come.” 


Verse 42.—“He that betrayeth me is 
at hand.” He knew every move of the 
traitors. Judas was entering the garden, 
with the emissaries of the chief priests. 


Verse 43.—“One of the twelve.” What 
depths of pathos, what hidden tragedy 
do these words express! His own fa- 
miliar friend, with whom he had taken 
sweet council (Psa. 55:13, 14), had lifted 
up his heel against him. Judas, who 
had sold his Master for a paltry sum 
of money, was the leader of the rabble 
who had come to arrest Christ. 


Verse 44.—“Whomsoever I shall kiss.” 
Could there be greater perfidy than this ! 
By a supreme pretense of friendliness 
Judas designated the victim whom they 
were to lay hands upon. 


Verse 45.—“When he was come... 
kissed him” (R. V.). The word here 
translated “kissed” implies more than 
a single act. As though overflowing 
with affection, Judas “kissed him re- 
peatedly.” It was the vilest hypocrisy 
simulating the deepest affection. 


Verse 46.—“‘They laid their hands on 
him.” Mark omits many particulars 
given by the other evangelists. But his 
picture is so graphically outlined we 
can see the entire scene as though it 
were being enacted before our eyes. Un- 
resisting, Jesus allowed them to arrest 
and lead him away. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Many different suggestions have Das 
made as to the exact meaning of the 
cup from which Jesus Christ prayed for 
deliverance if possible. But his own 
words seem to settle it beyond contro- 
versy. The hour and the cup are syn- 
onymous. That hour had been before 
him ever since he came into the world. 
It was the hour when he should give 
himself a ransom for many. We need 
to realize that it was not easy for the 
humanity of Jesus to make this supreme 
sacrifice. It involved circumstances and 
conditions that the Holy One could only 
contemplate with horror. Let us learn 
from his agony in the garden something 
at least of what it will mean for impeni- 
tent sinners to fall into the hands of 
the living God (Heb. 10:31).

cleansed from sin and God’s righteous- 
ness vindicated, and so the sinless Christ 
became the propitiation for our sins. He 
who knew no sin was made sin for us, 
that we might become the righteousness 
of God in him (2 Cor. 5:21).

Do we realize that there in the garden 
our salvation hung, as it were, in the 
balance, but that love triumphed in 
order that we might not perish? 


If we profess to be Christ’s disciples, 
do we heed his Word? 
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The three disciples never needed to 
watch and pray as on that night, yet 
they ‘slept, and so were weak when the 
hour of testing came. Has not this a 
serious lesson for us? 


In Judas we may learn that the best 
environment will not save. Have we 
personal faith in Christ? 


Because the spirit is willing but the 
flesh weak, do we have recourse to the 
throne of grace to obtain needed 
strength to resist the foe? 


Nothing ever took Jesus by surprise. 
“He knew what was in man” (John 2: 
25). What does he see in us? 


If we have realized our sinfulness 
have we come as penitents to him who 
drained the cup of wrath for us?

they laid their hands on him, and took 
him (v. 46). The British Lessons Council, 
which prepares the material for (Brit- 
ish) Sunday school lessons, decided at 
its recent annual meeting to draw the 
attention of its various committees to 
the danger of arousing anti-Jewish feel- 
ing in the preparation of the lessons. 
It is emphasized that “this point needs 
specially to be watched in lessons deal- 
ing with the trial and crucifixion of our 
Lord.”. The story goes on to state that 
the crucifixion: has been instilling a 
“spirit of revenge” into the minds of the 
young people of England, and something 
should be done in the matter. The im- 
plication of all this is that the story 
should be eliminated from Sunday 
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school lessons. There is nothing else 
that one can read into it. The cross of 
the Lord Jesus Christ is the stumbling- 
block both to the Jew and to the Gen- 
tile,.as it has always been. It is the 
symbol of the world’s redemption and 
naturally the focal point of all antichris- 
tian attack. Without it there is no use 
having Sunday schools at all. It is ridic- 
ulous to talk of the crucifixion story in- 
stilling a “spirit of revenge” in young 
minds. That spirit is never manifested 
in those who have seen in Calvary the 
sacrifice of the Lamb of God for the sin 
of the world and their own personal 
Saviour. It is the people whe will not 
believe that story who are most con- 
cerned to have it omitted from the Sun- 
day school curriculum. The _ early 
Church did not tone down the story in 
their preaching. They told the truth 
even though it cost them their lives. 
“Betrayers and murderers” Stephen 
called the Jews of his day. That is what 


they were, and no twentieth century 
mucilaginous sentimentality can alter’ 


this fact. To teach the truth with re- 
gard to our Saviour’s death will never 
breed class war and hatred. It is the 
omission of it that will—From the Evan- 
gelical Christian.

Service in Sorrow.—They came to a 
place which was named Gethsemane 
(Mark 14:32). There is a fine woman of 
my acquaintance, the daughter of one 
who has in past years been mentioned 
rhore than once in this Corner, an iron 
worker and later, until his retirement 
on pension, a mill boss. 

T have just written this woman a let- 
ter of sympathy as she goes through her 
garden of sorrow and suffering. Years 
ago, as a beautiful young girl, she mar- 
ried a fine young man. A little boy came 
to them. The boy’s father was stricken 
with an incurable malady and was taken 
Home. The boy, as he approached young 
manhood, followed his father with the 
same dread disease. ; 

The widowed mother worked on with 
a sad. heart; bereft and alone. Then a 


fine Christian man, prominent in State, 
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fraternal, and Sunday school activities 
took the Woman <as his wife. 

They had a happy and prosperous 
home, and her aged father (an old Iron 
Roser), having failed in health, was 
added to the household and supplied 
with proper care. Awhile ago he passed 
on Home. 

Now as I write, the husband, in a dis- 
tant city on business, drops dead sud- 
denly among strangers. There at her 
home sits a fourth time bereaved 
woman in her “garden” with her “cup” 
(entirely different, of course, from 
Christ’s Gethsemane experience). 

I have told all this, not unusual case 
of sorrow, to ask you if you were an 
unbeliever, what would you say or think 
you would like to say to this sadly be- 
reaved woman? 

Well, here, in effect, is what I wrote 
her: In these supreme moments that 
come in our lives there is, my dear 
Mrs. , little to say. But there is 
much to feel. I just want to come and 
stand with you and let my tears flow 
with yours, an@ in the depth of my soul 
commend you to-.the Saviour of all 
Good Comfort. Here is what God would 
say to you as you go on in life, “Be 
strong and of a good courage, fear not, 
nor be afraid of them: for the Lord 
thy God, he it is that doth go with thee; 
he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee” 
(Deut. 31:6). 


The Watcher’s Hard Task.—Couldest 
not thou watch one hour? (v. 37.) No, 
they could not. It’s the racial weakness. 
Like thousands of other of his disciples 
down the centuries, they were. good 
talkers with an eye for the main chance, 
but very poor watchers. 

Watching is hard work anywhere. The 
hours have a way of dragging. Have 
you ever watched through the night with 
the sick? You hear the clock strike the 
hour. Then at the end of another week 
the clock strikes another hour. After a 
fortnight it strikes again. You then wait 
a month and you hear it again. By this 
time morning begins to dawn — oh, well, 
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that’s the way it seems and is what 
makes the watcher’s job a real. one (Psa. 
130: 6). 

Those who have visited the Holy Land 
speak of the mysterious quietness of the 
nights and extraordinary brightness of 
the stars which fill the heavens in over- 
whelming multitude. All of which in- 
duces to sleep. 

I heard a man who had been visiting . 
in the country far from railroads and 
highways say, “It was so quiet out there 
you could hear a dog trot for a mile.” 

The disciples with their Master had 
been leading a strenuous life. In addi- 
tion they knew their enemies were hunt- 
ing for them. They had not yet learned 
the, “Be anxious for nothing.” Since 
care can tire, sometimes more quickly 
than bodily exercise in travel over the 
hills, the three friends fell asleep, in 
spite of the best and earnest desire to 
keep awake. 

But here is the point. The Master 
understood. He always understands our. 
failures to “watch.” 

All he said was, “Sleep on now,” just 
as a mother might to her child. 

It was the last time these three watch- 
men of the Gospel ever went to sleep on 
their job—until they “fell on sleep” 
(Acts 13:36). 


The Unknown Miracles—And they 
laid their hands on him, and took him. 
(v. 46). Probably not many readers of 
this Corner have ever had a tap on the. 
shoulder accompanied with the unwel- 
come words, “You are under arrest.” 
If this should ever happen, even if you 
are innocent, you will likely be “scared ; 
stiff’ and act as if you were guilty,,, 
“Go up into the air,” as the saying is., 
You will not know it, but to the experi- 
enced officer of the law this will be a 
strong proof of not guilty. 

The Master was not disturbed. It was. 
part of the program to save a world sunk 
in sin. -It was Peter who bécame ex- 
cited and did the foolish thing, and a 
policeman lost an ear. By the way, 'I 
have often wondered how that officer 
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felt. He could not very well talk about 
the attack afterwards. He might say to 
the Captain, pointing to Peter with the 
sword, “That fellow there cut off my 
ear.” “Let’s see,” says the Captain. “He 
did? Both of your ears seem to be in 
place !” 

Think of having such a wonderful ex- 
perience as that and not being able to 
talk about it! 

Well, just then there was one man 
who could well believe in miracles, 
whether he could tell his associates 
about it or not. ‘There are others in 
these days who have miraculous things 
happen in their lives they cannot well 
talk about. They know but they can’t 
show. 

This was the Lord Jesus’ last personal 
miracle. And he performed it while in 
the hands of his enemies. As has just 
been intimated, the Lord Jesus had been 
correcting the mistakes of too zealous 
followers all down the ages by the Holy 
Spirit. 

I have told in this Corner of more 
than one of mine in the younger days 
when I was liable to “go off half cocked,” 
as the saying is for the impetuous fel- 
low. We did not use swords, but wanted 
to use fists. And then we sat down to 
“eat crow,” and as we dined on crow 
we were never a better Christian (Prov. 
19:11).

HIS is one of the saddest lessons in 

all the Bible. Just after the Lord 
Jesus had eaten the supper in the upper 
room with his disciples, they went out, 
and the disciples, all but Judas, went 
with Jesus out from Jerusalem a little 
way to the Garden of Gethsemane, on 
the Mount of Olives. People can still 
go and see this old garden with its great 
olive trees, perhaps some of the same 
trees that were there then. 

As they went into the garden that 
night, the Lord Jesus told them they 
would all leave him that night, and be 
scattered, but he said, “After that I am 
risen, I will go before you into Galilee.” 

’ But they didn’t hear what he said, for 
Peter was saying, “Lord, if everybody 
else goes back on you, I won’t! Why, 
I'd die for you before I’d deny you!” 
And they all agreed with Peter. But 
the Lord Jesus knew them better than 
they knew themselves, and he told Peter 
that he would deny him three times that 
very night before the crock crowed 
twice. 

When they had gone into the garden, 
the Lord Jesus asked all of them but 
Peter, James, and John to wait there 
for him, as he went farther into the 
garden to pray. They four went on into 
the deep shade of the trees, and Christ 
went a little way from them and fell 
on the ground, beginning to pray. He 

came back to them and found them 

sleeping. He said to Peter, “Simon, 
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sleepest thou? couldest not thou watch 
one hour?” Poor boastful Peter ! 

Twice more the Lord Jesus went away 
and prayed in such agony that he sweat 
great Crops of blood, and when he came 
back, each time, the disciples were 
asleep. Swiftly, after the last prayer, 
Judas came with a crowd, to betray 
Christ into the hands of the chief priests 
and scribes, who took him away to be 
unjusily tried and crucified. 

Why was the Lord Jesus praying? 
Because he came to do his Father’s will, 
and that was to bear the sin of all the 
world, something so terrible that we 
cannot understand it, and could not 
think about it if we could. All this 
quarter we have studied in Mark about 
the Lord Jesus as the Servant Son, who 
came to do the Father’s will, and here 
he was praying to his Father, “Not what 
I will, but what thou wilt.” And that 
is thy prayer each one of us must pray, 
must learn to pray, for we all want our 
own way. How many times we ask our 
mothers for something we want very 
much; we think we must have it, and 
Mother says, “No, it would not be best 
for you.” And then we coax for it, but 
Mother still refuses, because she knows 
better than we do what is best for us. 

And sometimes Mother and Father ask 
God for something they want very, very 
much, and God says, “No.” Perhaps they 
ask God for it many times, but when 
God refuses, they know it is because 
it is not best for them, and God knows 
best. So all of us must learn to pray 
that prayer, “Not what I will, but what 
thou wilt.” 

Will you ask God to make you a will- 
ing child, willing to do his will? I’m 
asking him, too.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: The Oil Press. 

Discussion: As the Lord Jesus will not 
again have a Gethsemane experience, 
what are some of the ways in which we, 
his disciples, can ‘“‘watch’ with him to- 
day? 

Objective: Staying close to Christ. 

AY, fellows, “they came to a place 

which was named Gethsemane.” The 

meaning of the name Gethsemane is “oil 
press.” Possibly there, among the olive 
trees, there was or had been an oil press, 
where the ripe olives were crushed and 
the oil pressed out. It was an appro- 
priate spot for. our Lord’s .crushing 
agony. It is believed by many that all 
the weight of the suffering of our Sav- 
iour bore down on him during that hour 
of prayer in the garden, when “his sweat 
was as it were great drops of blood fall- 
ing down ito the ground” (Luke 22:44). 
The Lord’s own word about it was: “My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful unto death” 
(Mark 14:34). Greater mental agony 
than that cannot be described. 

And “they came to a place.” “They” 
were the Lord Jesus, Peter, James, and 
John. The Lord suffered and prayed; 
the other three slept. 

Fellows, nothing is said in the record 
about how Peter, James, and John felt 
afterward concerning their part in that 
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epochal hour of the most tragic night 
in the world’s history, but I suppose it 
rose up like a specter before them until 
their own dying day. What an oppor- 
tunity they had missed there when “they 
came to the place”! They did not see it. 
They were drowsy and they slept. They 
slept,. notwithstanding the Lord Jesus 
told them plainly how he was suffering, 
and asked them to “tarry vii here, and 
watch.” 

When you and I think of this amazing 
thing, we are apt to say: “What would 
I not give for such a privilege as that 
—to be near the Lord Jesus Christ, at 
his request, simply to watch, that he 
might be assured, every moment of that 
crushing hour, that I was there, near by, 
alert, sympathetic, sharing his suffering 
(so far as I could) with him?” It was 
only a simple thing to do; no speech to 
make, no duel to fight, no world to over- 
turn; but just to be near by — and awake 
— watching. 

I recall one telling me how when he 
had a great and crushing sorrow come 
into his life, a friend came promptly to 
him. This friend could not express him-

self in words; the sorrow was of such a 
tragic nature it could not be easily dis- 
eussed. He just walked into the room, 
took the stricken one by the hand, and 
sat down by him without a word for an 
hour — then rose and walked out. This 
man said feelingly that no sympathy ex- 
pressed to him was as eloquent as that. 
It was a silent sharing of his burden 
that wonderfully lifted the load. 

All these three years while they had 
been with the Lord Jesus, Peter, James, 
and John had been coming toward this 
place of the “oil press,” and now upon 
reaching it, they missed their great op- 
portunity of watching while the oil was 
pressed out. 

Fellows, do you know we all come to 
that place of the Lord Jesus’ oil press 
at some time? It may be we come to it 
more than once; but we are apt to miss 
it; we might fail to:realize it before 
the opportunity has passed on forever, if 
we are not alert. We Christians do a lot 
of. sleeping. Physically, we may be 
wide-awake and quite active “doing 
things,” but spiritually we are asleep .and 
failing our Lord in something he clearly 
wants us to do. Afterward, we shall re- 
call with shame and sorrow that he had 
made it plain enough to us. It would 
not have required any special skill, but 
just being willing to go with him — to be 
near him—in his Word, or in prayer, 
or in some simple ministry to an unfor- 
tunate one in his Name. 

“Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me” (Matt.

IRLS, the most noble challenge that 

exists is the challenge to discover 
and perform God’s will. Not only does 
this include the big events in life; it 
includes, also, the simple everyday 
. routine. 

A girl in a high school of several thou- 
sand students recently asked a friend 
to pray for the Christians in her school. 
Only eight young people from the entire 
student body bow their heads and thank 
the Lord for their food at noon. Other 
students who see this snicker, and you 
may be sure it is a real challenge to 
these young Christians to stand true te 
their Master. 

Why is it a privilege, even in spite of 
ridicule, to witness bravely and openly 
for Christ? (Read the lesson text.) 
Christ knew as he fell to the ground in 
the awful burden of his sorrow that 
in a very short time he would have to 
give up his life; be forsaken by his 
friends, be mocked and tortured by his 
enemies, and finally be forsaken by his 
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heavenly’ Father. Why was all this 
to be? Paul once wrote, “Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sinners; 
of whom I am chief,” and it was be- 
cause of his love for these sinners that 
the Lord Jesus suffered in Gethsemane. 
Turn to Isaiah 53 and silently read your 
own name into the phrases in verses 
3 to 6. The loneliness, the wounded, re- 
jected spirit, the tremendous weight of 
the accumulated sins of the whole world 
were burdens almost greater than our 
Lord could bear. How insignificant our 
hurts become in the light of what Christ 
endured for us! 

How did the Lord Jesus have courage 
and strength to suffer so intensely? In 
this scene we are watching the Son of 
God who “being found in. fashion as a 
man, ... humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of 
the cross” (Phil. 2:8). Let us listen to 
him speak, “My meat is to do the will 
of him that sent me” (John 4:34). ‘“T 
seek not mine own will, but the will of 
the Father” (John 5:30). “I delight to 
do. thy will, O my God” (Psa. 40:8). 
Being about his “Father’s business” was 
the life purpose of God’s Son, and be- 
cause of this fact he could pray in his 
agony, “Not what I will, but what thou 
wilt.” Look at Luke 22:43, 44. The 
Father heard the prayer of his Son and 
gave him strength “to be sin for us... 
that we might be made the righteousness 
of God in him” (2 Cor. 5: 21). 

Triumphantly the Saviour surrendered 
all human desire to the eternal will of 
God, and as a result of this surrender he 
could return to his tired disciples and 
tenderly say, “Sleep on now .. . the 
hour is come.” He could speak gently 
to Judas, “Betrayest thou the Son of 
man with a kiss?” (Luke 22:48.) When 
the impetuous Peter cut off the right 
ear of Malchus, the high priest’s servant, 
the Master could heal the wound as he 
said, “Thinkest thou that I cannot now 
pray to my Father, and he shall pres- 
ently give me more than twelve legions 
of angels? But how then shall the scrip- 
tures be fulfilled?” (Matt. 26:53, 54.) 
“The cup which my Father hath given 
me, shall I not drink it?” (John 18:11.) 
Nothing that God asked of him would 
the Lord Jesus refuse. 

Why was the Lord willing to suffer for 
you and for me? Let us repeat the 
Memory Verse together. (Have the girls 
read and discuss the following: John 
13:1; 15:13; 17:23, 34; 1 John 4:10.)

and it will soon be available for distribu- 
tion through the Library of Congress, 
Washington, D. C., to blind people re- 
questing it. 

Cecilia Margaret Rudin, 





the author, 
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has captured the imagination of in- 
numerable people with her sympathetic 
presentation of the human drama be- 
hind the great hymns which are the 
common heritage of all the Christian 
people. Miss Rudin’s book covers a 
period of over 400 years of hymnody and 
discusses 155 subjects related to sacred 
songs, authors, and composers. 

In fascinating narrative and illustra- 
tion, it presents the stories of such popu- 
lar hymns as “Abide With Me,” “The Old 
Rugged Cross,” “Holy, Holy, Holy,” “On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers,” and many 
others. 

One cf the most touching portions of 
the book is the story of blind Fanny 
Crosby’s discovery of her great talent 
as a hymn writer. Her sight was com- 
pletely destroyed when she was but six 
weeks old by the carelessness of a nurse, 
and at fifteen she entered the Institution 
for the Blind in New York City where 
she showed a wonderful facility in writ- 
ing verse. Meeting the well known 
composer, W. B. Bradbury, in 1864, she 
accepted his suggestion that she write 
sacred songs, and before her death she 
composed more than 8,000 hymns and 
songs. 

William H. Doane, who wrote melodies 
for many of her verses, came to Fanny 
Crosby one day and said, “I have a 
tune I would like to have you hear.” 

When he. played it for her she ex- 
claimed, “Why, that says ‘Safe in the 
Arms of Jesus’!” She went to another 
room, and in a few minutes returned 
with the words of the beautiful hymn 
that all the world knows. Among others, 
of her well known hymns are: “Jesus is 
Tenderly Calling Thee Home,” “Blessed 
Assurance, Jesus is Mine,” “Speed 
Away,” and “Pass Me Not, O Gentle 
Saviour.” :

I have been teaching the Preliminary Train- 
ing Course for three years and regret to state 
that I have never been successful in getting 
all who enrolled to complete even a unit of 
the course. Do others have a similar experi- 
ence?—J. E. S. 


ES. The difficulty does not lie with 
the instructor or with the course, so 
much as with the student. No one can 
become a good Sunday school teacher 
without some real work in study and 
preparation, and unfortunately many 
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who serve our Sunday schools are not 
accustomed to this. The standards of the 
Association, which require that each les- 
son be given at least one hour of prep- 
aration, and that the teacher conduct 
written or oral recitations, are sure to 
single out a few who find it difficult to 
devote this much attention to study 
week after week in addition to the time 
required for the preparation of their 
Sunday school lessons. 

There is no need for one to despair of 
these students who drop out, for in many 
instances we find that they enroll in 
subsequent classes and eventually com- 
plete the work. Those who do not con- 
tinue their study are the better even for 
the brief time they have given to im- 
proving their work. We hope that the 
time is not far distant when all Sunday 
school teavners will be required to have 
the qualifications of at least the Prelim- 
inary Training Course. Have it spread 
abroad throughout the city or commu- 
nity that the administration of a particu- 
lar church school requires every teacher 
to hold a diploma, and there will be a 
constant stream of new members, as well 
as a proper appreciation of the impor- 
tance of the training class. 





I have no difficulty in maintaining the in- 
terest in my training class, and the attend- 
ance of the members for the most part is 
good, but I find it a problem to get all of 
those who enroll to take the ‘final examination. 
Can -you make any suggestion that will help 
me?—M. W. 

T IS not surprising that you should 

find some of the class, especially the 
older members, reluctant to take a final 
examination. Many have not pursued a 
course of study for years and are more 
sensitive as to possible failure than 
others would be. To avoid an embar- 
rassing situation, they..content them- 
selves with securing what instruction 
they can without putting themselves on 
record as to their acquaintance with it. 
It is well at the beginning to inform all 
the members of the class that regular 
attendance and class work will form an 
important part of their grade, and that 
the final examination will not have the 
terror that some may imagine. If the 
examination questions are limited to 
those that appear at the close of each 
lesson, the teecher can take time to in- 
struct and even drill the members of the 
class on the answers week by week, 
so that the final test will be nothing 
more than a review of the material with 
which the class is already familiar. We 
have received information of several 
teachers who have not only been suc- 
cessful in securing regular, but also 
creditable examinations from practically 
every member of their classes, and we 
plan to pass this information on in the 
near future in a special article in the 
TIMES.

INCE the Lord Jesus Christ is the 

supreme subject of the Bible, our 
enjoyment of the Bible will be in direct 
proportion to our enjoyment of him, 
through fellowship with and obedience 
to him. Likewise, our enjoyment of him 
will grow and become more precious as 
we read and learn to enjoy his Word.

It is obvious that if we are really to 
enjoy God’s Word we must read _ it. 
And reading it, if it means anything, 
means regular reading. No one can pre- 
scribe for another the exact amount of 
reading that is to be done. But cer- 
tainly we shall not want to open God’s 
Guide Book less than once a day. Many, 
who have chosen fifteen minutes a day 
for Bible reading, have soon found that 
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Lesson for June 12 


this does not satisfy them, and have 
increased their reading to half an hour, 
then to a longer time. Dr. Kelly of 
Baltimore, internationally. known  sur- 
geon and scientist, although far more 
busy than most of us, has long made it 
a rule to read nothing after his evening 
meal except his Bible. Yet his testimony 
is that he finds this not enough, but 
longs for greater opportunity. 
4 

If we expect to enjoy the Bible we 
must assimilate it. Jeremiah the prophet 
said of old, “Thy words were found, and 
I did eat them; and thy word was unto 
me the joy and rejoicing of mine heart” 
(Jer. 15:16). The mere skimming over 
a number of verses, or the reading of 
them with the mind occupied with other 
things, will bring little enjoyment. Far 
better ‘is it to read a shorter portion and 
really think about it and let its reading 
sink into our hearts. 

ve 

To enjoy the Bible in a real way 
we should memorize it. Those of us who 
were fortunate enough in childhood to 
be taught Scripture portions, know what 
a treasure house of wisdom and comfort 
and help such portions may be when 
they are stored up in the heart. Times 
come to all of us when there is no oppor- 
tunity to reach for a Bible and search 
for a Scripture verse or portion to help 
in time of need: When we can draw 
upon: our memory storehouse we are 
fortunate indeed. 

Yet how little time we give to mem- 
orizing in these days. Not long ago a 
mother of a child in a Junior Depart- 
ment complained that her boy was given 
too much home work. She thought that, 
with all his school work, he should not 
thus be overloaded. Upon investigation, 
it was discovered that the boy had been 
asked to learn one Bible verse a month 
in preparation for his graduation. May 
it not be that, in years to come, that 
mother will wish that her boy had been 
asked to learn a chapter a month? The 
Psalmist of old knew what he was talk- 
ing about when he said, “Thy word have 
I hid in mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee” (Psa. 119:11). 

Begin with one verse a month. Then 
increase this to one verse a week, and 
soon you will find you can memorize 
one verse Or more a day. ‘Memorize the 
reference with the verse, so you will be 
able to turn to your verses when you 
wish to.

To enjoy the Bible we must meditate 
upon it. How often, in the course of 
the day, do you think about the portion 
you have read in your morning watch? 
The precious. jewels of the Word, like 
those on the earth, do not lie upon the 
surface. It is only when we dig for 
them by turning the verses over and 
over in our minds that the portions we 
read yield their deeper and more pre- 
cious and personal applications. The 
“blessed man” mentioned in the first 
Psalm was a meditating one, for we 
read that “in the law of the Lord doth 
he meditate day and night.” This was 
the reason why he was like a tree 
planted by the rivers of water, bring- 
ing forth his fruit in his season and 
prospering. 
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If we are really to enjoy the Bible 
we shall want to prove it. God’s Word 
becomes ever more and more precious 
as we step out in faith upon it and per- 
mit God to do for us what his Word 
tells us he will do. It is fine to have 
a head knowledge of God’s Word. But 
we have missed the most important 
thing of all if the head knowledge does 
not become heart knowledge by the 
practical, daily use of what we read. 
“Taste and see,” is the method God 
urges upon us.

If we are really to enjoy the Bible 
we shall want to tell it out. David 
could not keep silent concerning the 
Word of the Lord. In our Scripture 
lesson he exclaims, “My lips shall utter 
praise, when thou hast taught me thy 
statutes. My tongue shall speak of thy 
word: for all thy commandments are 
righteousness” (Psa. 119:171, 172). Paul 
admonished Timothy, “Preach the word; 
be instant in season, out of season” (2 
Tim. 4:2). Peter urges us to “be ready 
always to give an answer to every man 
that asketh you a reason of the hope that 
is in you with meekness and fear” (1 
Pet. 3:15). God’s Word is one of those 


. few things in life that increases the more 


we give it away.

Last, but not least, our enjoyment of 
God’s Word will be in proportion to 
the extent in which we submit ourselves 
to it, “for doctrine, for reproof, for cor- 
rection, for instruction in righteousness” 
(2 Tim. 3:16). It is “powerful,” — it 
will transform your life. It is “sharp,” 
— it will cut away useless or harmful 
weights. It is a “hammer,’—it will 
break up the hard places in your heart, 
and soften them to the love and sweet 
will of God.

HEN a seven-thousand-mile tour is

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city now stands. Back of Red Lodge 
towers the imperious Beartooth Rockies, 
and it is this mountain range that. the 
Red Lodge Highway climbs eleven thou- 
sand feet to conquer. 

To cross the Beartooths and visit Yel- 
lowstone, the Christian Fellowship party 
will diverge from the. transcontinental 
Northern Pacific route at Billings, Mont., 
and will follow a railroad branch line 
in a southwesterly direction fifty-nine 
miles to Red Lodge. 

Just beyond Laurel, Mont., the Yel- 
lowstone River will be crossed, and the 
train will steam through a lovely valley 
dotted with big cottonwood trees and 
verdant with alfalfa fields. Low hills 
rim the valley, silvery gray with sage- 
brush. Here and there a nice farm home 
reposes among peaceful shade trees and 
patches of corn and potatoes.. Hot 
springs resorts in the locality are ad- 
vertised by roadside signs. Strange rock 
formations come into view standing like 
columns or pillars twenty-five feet high 
on the valley rim. Clusters of jack pines 
among them give the first hint that 
_mountain forests are being approached. 

Reaching the village of Boyd, Mont., 
the Beartooths loom ahead, great purple- 
gray upheavals, tipped far aloft with 
streaks of snow. They loom as fearfully 
as a frowning fortress, are split with 
jagged canyons, and are skirted, or 
rather kilted, with green forests. Vast 
shadows splotch them mysteriously here 
and there. Hardly a more compelling 
sight can be imagined. On closer ap- 
proach, the travelers look up to aerial 
‘snowfields that seem to take on greater 
and greater extent as the train ap- 
ptoaches. Black and- white magpies flit

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by in the green valley, their exception- 
ally long tails being as conspicuous as 
their coloring. 

Ever since the days when the shep- 
herds of the Scriptures “looked unto the 
hills,” mankind has regarded lofty peaks 
with mingled feelings. Some, undoubt- 
edly approach the Beartooth Rockies at 
Red Lodge, Mont.,- like soldiers, un- 
daunted and determined, charging a 
grim fortress. Others may feel some- 
thing as if they were approaching gaunt 
prison walls, and have an urge to turn 
about and flee. The exploring instinct 
may be strongest in others, and they 
may long to pierce the secrets hidden 
in the mountain masses which confront 
them. Cthers are just plain adventurers, 
out for scenic thrills and beauties. 
Usually the Red Lodge visitor is a sol- 
dier, prisoner, explorer, and adventurer, 
all in one in his reactions, when he gazes 
at the Beartooths. But whatever he is, 
he cannot escape being impressed, for 
they form une of the splendid citadels of 
nature. 

Twenty miles out of the city of Boyd, 
Yellowsténe Park motorcoaches begin 
the actual ascent of the range. The 
highway spirals back and forth across 
the face of the mountain wall, each 
swing carrying it higher. In fifteen miles 
the road ascends five thousand feet 
above the six-thousand-foot elevation of 
the canyon. A first series of switch- 
backs leads to Line Creek Plateau, and 
a second series completes the climb to 
the eleven-thousand-foot mark. One of 
the grandest views in the world stretches 
from the summit. Alpine flowers car- 
pet the scant, sub-arctic meadows, where 
a frosty chill lingers even in midsum- 
mer. With half a turn of the head, the 
spectator can scan two hundred and fifty 
miles of mountains in Montana and 
Wyoming. Three hundred transparent 
lakes lie in the vicinity. Distant glaciers, 
appearing no larger than snow-drifts, 
actually cover ten thousand acres. Snow- 
capped peaks, mountain valleys, lakes, 
streams, canyons, and meadows carpeted 
with flowers are all part of the incred- 
ible panorama. 

The Red Lodge country seen from 
the highway was first discovered one 
hundred years ago by Scout Jim Bridger. 
It was one of the scenes of the Mon- 
tana gold fever of the 80’s, and at one 
time as many as seven thousand mining 
claims were staked out in the surround- 
ing canyons and mountain sides. 

Before the construction of the high- 
way,—an engineering masterpiece, — 
the region was penetrated only by the 
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pack trails of hunters, miners, ranchers, 
and explorers. 

Sixty-four miles from Red Lodge, the 
Christian Fellowship party will pass 
through Cooke City, pioneer gold min- 
ing settlement. Silver, lead, and copper 
are found in that locality in addition to 
gold. Four miles beyond Cooke City, 
the tour will lead through the new 
Silver Gate entrance to Yellowstone 
Park, where a record is kept of all 
visitors who enter the park. 

Sightseeing among all the wonders of 
Yellowstone will follow. Old Faithful 
and the other geysers will be seen. Hun- 
dreds of colored hot springs will be 
marveled at. The origin of the name 
“Yellowstone” will be seen in the golden 
Grand Canyon of the Yellowstone River 
and its two mighty waterfalls, the Upper 
Fall and the Great Fall. Two days and 
a half will be spent among the wonders 
of the park, and hotel stopovers wili 
be made at Old Faithful and the Grand 
Canyon. On July 16, the party will view 
the great tinted terraces of Mammoth 
Hot Springs, and will leave the park at 
Gardiner, Mont., to continue the journey 
to the Pacific Northwest and to Alaska. 

Space aboard Alaska ships is in such 
great demand that steamship officials 
advise early registration for the cruise. 
The sooner the party is recruited, the 
better the arrangements that can be 
made.

NDER the cold April sky the 

wine-yellow twigs of the willows 
gleamed against the black swamp water. 
The waving marsh grass, bleached an 
amber-white by the winter storms, 
hissed in the wind, and in the distance 
the Ramapo Hills shone like masses of 
violet-blue tourmalines. 

By some happy accident, Peter and 
Allie, on their first bird trip had dis- 
covered Troy Meadows, a marsh in 
northern New Jersey some six miles in 
circumference, in whose depths are 
wooded islands, old-silver ponds and 
pools, and miles and miles of reeds and 
cattails. 

A power and light company has buiit 
a boardwalk there which runs a mile 
through quaking bogs and rushes. Along 
that mile before daylight of a May morn- 
ing one may hear the voices of the 
waterfowl, who only talk in the dawn- 
dusk. The whinnying note of the sora 
rail, the sudden cackle of the Fiorida 
galinule, the rapid “bup-bup-bup” of 
the king rail, the soft, slow cooing of the 
least bittern, the grunting of the Vir- 
ginia rail, and even the cluck of the rare 
little black rail are only some of the 
notes which can be heard there by early 
risers. 

The last time when'I had visited Troy 
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Meadows was on the occasion of a cen- 
tury run, when in one day, within the 
confines of the State of New Jersey, a 
little group of:us identified one hundred 
and sixty-four species of birds between 
-two A, M. and ten P. M. We obtained 
nearly the first hundred of our list in 
Troy Meadows. Accordingly I was only 
too glad to revisit the place with Peter 
and Allie, who are just beginning to 
enjoy the delightful adventures which 
await all birdists. 

Our first adventure came on the way 
to the marsh, when they showed me a 
flock of grayish brown birds with 
streaked breasts in a plowed field. When 
I saw that they all walked instead of 
hopping and that they switched their 
long tails constantly, by those little man- 
nerisms I recognized them as a flock of 
pipits or titlarks on their way to their 
summer home beyond the Arctic Circle. 

Not for years had I seen a pipit. In 
fact, the last one I remember was some 
twenty years ago walking along the bare 
summit of Mount Riga in.northern Con- 
necticut at the end of a September day. 

A little later we parked our car by 
-the side of the road and started to walk 
across a wet meadow to reach the be- 
ginning of the boardwalk which bisects 
Troy Meadows. Suddenly Peter gave a 
loud whoop. A big brownish bird with 
a long beak had suddenly flown away 
in a twisting flight from between his 
feet, with a harsh “scaip,” and we cred- 
ited Peter with a Wilson snipe, the only 
one of the day. 

Later on we followed an old, old road, 
unused. for perhaps a century, which 
showed only as a low ridge across the 
swamp. At times we had to cross 
-streams on single boards and beams, all 
that were left of ruined bridges. 

In the distance we saw the swift, 

curving flight of blue-backed tree swal- 
lows with their white breasts. Flocks 
of black ducks quacked all about us 
with now and then a mallard. We saw 
marsh hawks with white rump patches, 
.a,.red-shouldered hawk, a turkey vul- 
ture, and a killdeer. A swamp sparrow 
gave his .sudden rapid, rolling’ gong, 
something like that of a chipping spar- 
row, but louder and harsher. - 
. At last in the depths of the swamp we 
came upon several glossy blue-black 
ibirds with pale-yellow eyes. They lacked 
the red epaulettes of the red-winged 
blackbirds, flocks of which were all 
around us. They were smaller and their 
tails were shorter than the grackles, and 
they did not have the brown head of 
the cowbird. When they spoke, their 
note was split with an _ occasional 
squawking whistle, and we scored the 
rusty blackbird, rusty only in the fall. 
Many years ago I ‘had seen the rare nest 
of one of them in a dense forest in New 
Brunswick. 

On the way back we stopped at the 
Boonton Reservoir and saw there lesser 
scaup with blue bills and American mer- 
gansers. 

The last bird of the day appeared as 
we reached home—a rose-red, crested 
cardinal. He completed a list of thirty- 
two birds, not much to brag about, but 
which stood for the beauty and interest 
and happiness which one finds in every 
bird walk.
